In Wrick on N»w York Central ol Poo- 


pit Who Had Boon Visiting Hero 


" Particulars 
bav« reached here of 


the accident on the New York Central 
railroad near Baftalo early Wednes- 
day morning, mention of which waa 
made in the Transcript of that even- 
ing along with the additional fact 
that Mrs. T. R. Atkinson and two 
children of Fargo, North Dakota, who 
were returning home after a visit with 
Mrs. E. A. Risley of Millard street in 
this city, had an exciting experience 
and miraculous escape. 


The train to whlcE the accident hap- 


iened was No; 1. a fast westbound ex- 
press due at Buffalo at 2 a~ m. Near 
t..: GrijnesviUe station, 11 miles east 
of Buffalo, at 1.35 a. m., a fast freight 
and 
the express, which had seven 


coaches well filled, were running m 
the same Direction, toward Buffalo. 
The passenger train was rapidly over- 
hauling the freight, and just as the 
trains were about to pass the last 
car of the freight Jumped the track, 
equarely in front of the express. 


The express locomotive struck the 


car and was thrown from the track, 
and 
all the passenger cars followed, 


several tipping onto their sides and 
sliding along the ground. 


At the time the crash came the ex- 


press was running at the rate of 70 
miles an hour, 
and the piling up of 


the cars was pronounced by eyewit- 
nesses one of the worst wrecks ever 
eeea on tb« Central, and it is most re- 
markable, therefore, that among all 
the people on the train only two were 
•injured. Engineer "Pokey" Harrison

The matter of bonds had 
previously been arranged by their at- 
torney, and after a brief conferenca 
with Assistant United States District 
Attorney Casey, the two men were ar- 
raigned before the bail commissioner. 
They waived the reading of the com- 
plaint and bail was fired at $2500 each. 
Mr. Baker, attorney for both men, 
asked for a continuance until Nov. 19, 
and the continuance was granted. 
Thomas G. Kavanaugh was accepted as 
bondsman. 


It was intimated during the afternoon 


that Mr. Baker had secured satisfactory 
bonds, and that Fisher and Betts would 
give themselves up, therefore it was no 
surprise when, accompanied by their at- 
torney, the two men walked calmly into 
the office of tho United States district 
attorney, Iu less than 20 minutes after 
they had made their appearance in the 
federal building they had departed. 


Fisher, when asked for a statement 


about tbe case, said: "Not guilty," 
adding, "I really cannot say anything 
until the matter cornea into court.'-' 
Betts was equally uncommunicative. 
Attorney Baker also declined to make 
aay statement and Mr. Casey said that 
the complaint contained all the informa- 
tion, that he would divulge at this time.

.Mr. Jeans finds "the iron trade here 


again at tbe crest of a wave of pros- 
perity, which seems likely to continue 
for many months to^come, bat wbicb 
is hardly reflected in the iron trade of 
Europe. He regards as the mainstay 
of tbe British iron industry at present 
shipbuilding, wbi^b,. having had a re- 
markable revival, is now enjoying 
something like a boom and wbicb has 
been less cut Into by American or Ger- 
man 
competition 
than any other 


branch of the British iron- industry. 
At the same time British manufac- 
turers are concerned with tbe possi- 
bilities of 
keefler competition all 


around, because of the rapid and large 
increase of the resources of produc- 
tion both iu America and Germany. As 
to the part -America is to play in this 
connection Mr. Jeans says: 


"So far as the American iron trade 


now has or is likely to have in tbe fu- 
ture a material influence on the Brit- 
ish iron trade, I think there can be 
little doubt that under the existing 
economic regime European prices must 
be largely filed, if not wholly deter- 
mined, by the markets of the United 
States. This, of course, is likely to 
mean that British manufacturers can 
hardly look in the future for the excep- 
tionally high prices to which they have 
been more or less accustomed at Inter- 
vals -in the past, unless, indeed— which 
is hardly probable— American firms are 
BO fully booked that they cannot under- 
take outside orders. Such a considera- 
tion has naturally a very seriously de- 
pressing influence on British industry. 
Whatever enterprise has hitherto been 
developed in tbe British iron trade has 
largely been a function of the expecta- 
tion, amounting to a certainty, that if 
the staying powers of the makers were 
only sufficient to enable them to wait 
a boom was certain to come that would 
recoup them for years of bad business. 
But this prospect Is clearly by no 
means so good as it was since Ameri- 
can manufacturers began to turn their 
attention in solid earnest to the cap- 
ture of European and other outside 
markets. The impression is growing 
that those who spend a great deal of 
money in new and improved plants in 
the face of such an outlook are taking 
too many chances, and hence that way 
danger lies. Nevertheless there is a 
great deal of new outlay being incurred 
in Great Britain in the remodeling and 
improvements of both iron and steel 
works, and probably quite a. dozen of 
our leading steel plants would be hard 
to beat in America. This remark ap- 
plies more particularly to steel works 
of Consett, Dowlais, Dalzell, Wearclale, 
Lancashire and Cyfartha- But the trou- 
ble is that these works cannot, howev- 
er good, depend on securing orders that 
will keep them in regular operation ow- 
ing to the necessarily contracted limits 
of available markets, and in this re- 
spect they stand at a great disadvan- 
tage as compared with the trade of the 
United States, which, protected 
at 


home, can and does make full use of Its 
great resources and opportunities to 
capture the markets of other countries 
to whatever extent may be needed to 
keep its great works fully employed 
under a recognition of tbe fact that foil 
going ia a fundamental condition of 
cheap production."

MAYOR WIUKllNSOK* 


Mayor Wilkinson announces today 


that he will be glad to serve the city 
as its mayor for another year if the 
voters so desire. It has been generally 
understood for some time that Mr. 
Wilkinson would take this stand and 
there U therefore little surprise in the 
reception of the 
announcement. 
It 


may confidntly be assumed that he 
will receive the nomination of the re- 
publican party of the city, ana that 
th« voters will look to him for a con- 
tinuance and extension of the policy 
which has distinguished his adminis- 
tration. 


It fell to Mr. Wilkinson's adminis- 


tration t» recognize that the time had 
come for a new basis of municipal ac- 
tivity. The city's policy up to that 
time has been one of acquirement. 
.Vast public improvements were re- 
quired and were successfully carried 
through. In so doing, an unusual city 
debt was assumed. 
The greatest of 


these improvements have now been 
made, including school buildings, pav- 
ing, sewers, and water system. Mayor 
r Wilkinson recognized on assuming of- 
fice that the time was ripe for re- 
versing the order of business, for re- 
ducing the debt which these improve- 
ments had involved. 
The change 


could be made only slowly, but it has 
been made successfully. Small reduc- 
tions have been made during each of 
the two years of Mr. Wilkinson's ad- 
ministration. Next year he anticipates 
the first decided reduction, which will 
have established the city's course in 
•what te now the right direction. 


To accomplish this Heeds an able 


financier in the mayor's chair. Mayor 
Wilkinson is such a man. 


There is e well defined sentiment 


against a third term for a North Ad- 
ams mayor. It is th° only possible 
argument 
against Mr. Wilkinson's 


candidacy. 
But in the present in- 


Etance thi? sentiment is more than 
overcome by the need for Mr. Wilkin- 
son in the mayor's chair until his 
work of setting the city in the proper 
course is fully accomplished. Inci- 
dentally it may be noted that of the 33 
cities in the state only six or seven 
have not elected their mayors for more 
than two years. 


GOVKRMOK CRANB 


/•Jevernor W. Murray Crane has now 


held the highest office in tl>e state for 
nearly two years, and on next Tues- 
day will be i ejected for his third 
term. During his two years of service 
there ha* been a steadily growing con- 
fidence in his ability as a business gov- 
ernor, which has led to the pretty 
general impression that he is one of 
the best governors the commonwealth 
has ever had. Me has been the sub- 
ject of almost unstinted praise, to- 
gether with some adulation of the sort 
calculated to excftto rid'.ciDe ratSner 
than admiration, these newspapers in 
.which he is generally understood to 
town stock having made of themselves 


H caricature on journalism where the J 
governor has bwm rouoeroeld. 
But 


even this lack of wisdom has not \ 
served to weaken the well defined 
opinion that Governor Crane has been 
an extremely capable governor. Much 
of this Impression is merely general, 
not many having taken the pains to 
follow 
his administration 
closely 


enough to know eiactly on what the 
Impression is based. It may be of in- 
terest, therefore, as the time for an 
endorsement of Governor Crane ap- 
proaches, to review some of the things 
that he has done. This can best be 
done by quoting part of a brief review 
of his administration given by Rep- 
resentative Adams of Melrose, chair- 
man of the legislative ways and means 
committee, speaking at 
the recent 


dinner of the republican editorial as- 
sociation. The function of Mr. Adams' 
committee is to pass upon all bills in- 
volving the expenditure of the state's 
money or the granting of its credit, so 
that he speaks with the authority «f 
one who knows. He said: 


"A source of strength in the ways 


and means committee, under the ad- 
ministration of Governor Crane, has 
been the well settled conviction of the 
members of the legislature that Gov- 
ernor Crane would not sign a bad bill. 


"He came into office two years ago. 


He found we were expending more 
than we were raising. The debt was 
increasing $2.000,000 a year. He called 
a halt in expenditures. The metropoli- 
tan bonds and contracts were near to 
$60,000,000. He found a suit for $20 - 
000,000 by Boston against the state. 
The business governor and the busi- 
ness mayor sat down together, settled 
it for $12,500,000, and saved a fortune 
in litigation. 


"Be found a highway commission 


spending $500-000 a year, giving partial 
time to the office. It was re-organized, 
and the members of the board now 
give their entire •"me to the state. He 
found the metropolitan sewerage sys- 
tem practically completed, but a com- 
mission drawing large salaries con- 
tinuing in office. The commission, has 
been abolished and consolidated with 
the water board. 


"He found two authorities in charge 


of the prisons—the superintendent of 
prisons and the prison commission. 
Today there is but one board and one 
authority. He found the great insti- 
tutions for the insane and for charit- 
able work spending $2,000,000 a year, 
auditing their own bills, and spending, 
without supervision, the money ap- 
propriated. There was no suggestion 
of dishonesty or improper administra- 
tion, but the business governor urged 
a reform, providing that all accounts 
shall be audited in the office of the 
state auditor, and that is now the law. 


"He found a great system of parks 


that had cost $10,000.000, but 'not yet 
complete. Not a dollar of interest or 
principal had been paid, hundreds of 
land claims were unsettled, the ap- 
propriations exceeded by unexpected 
values in land and the cost unappor- 
tioned among the cities and towns. 
No town or city knew the amount to 
be assessed. He urged that communi- 
ties should begin to pay park assess- 
ments and the apportionment has al- 
ready been made. He .found the test 
of maintenance charged to construc- 
tion. It is now assessed in the an- 
nual tax. 


"He abolished the topographical sur- 


vey commission and transferred its 
work to the harbor and land commis- 
sion. He found a batch of Fitchburg 
railroad stock that had never paid a 
dividend and was carried upon the 
bo6k3 as without value. Everybody 
knows that his policy made it worth 
$5,000,000 and reduced the state debt 
by that amount. 


"He found the legislature giving 


weeks of time to the consideration of 
bills relating exclusively to Boston's 
own affairs. 
He had recommended 


'home rule for cities,' just as other 
governors had done, but he backed it 
up as no governor has ever done. He 
vetoed bill after bill because he said 
'cities and towns as far as practicable 
should be left alone to work out their 
own municipal problems.' For the 
first time in many years Boston has 
not only been permitted to manage 
her own affairs, but has actually been 
forced to do so. By his devotion to 
business of the state, Governor Crane 
has restored the office of governor to 
its true place." 


The voter, having thus seen present- 


ed in facts the basis for the impres- 
sion of Governor Crane which he al- 
ready held, may well be doubly anxious 
to record with his vote next Tuesday 
his satisfaction in the wise administra 
tion that the man froni Dalton has 
given the state.

PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Ir 
Knmber Increase* From 2,526 
, 
189O to C,OOC In 1900. 


i One of the most noticeable feature 
,ln the statistics of schools container 
'in the annual report of the federa1 
commissioner of education is the great 
increase IB the number of public blgli 
schools throughout th« United States 
These institntloHS in 1330 numbered 
2,526. while in 1900 the aurabsr faarf 
risen to 6,005, tie increase feeing dis 
tributes tbrevgb ail parts ef the coun- 
try. 
The increase la Wgh school pu 


plls has more than kept pace with tte" 
increase in buildings, the average at- 
tendance being larger In 1909 than ton 
years before, the number enrolled at 
the date last named being in round 
numbers about 520,000. Private schools 
of similar rank, academies, colleges 
and manual training, preparatory and 
normal schools also report proportion- 
ate increases, the statistics for 1900 
showing that 12,583 pupils for each 
million of Inhabitants attended schools 
beyond the eleraentary against an av- 
erage of 8,053 in 1890. 


These figures, says the commissioner, 


show a uniform consensus of public 
opinion throughout the nation in "favor 
of providing secondary education at 
public cost. He also shows frjom the 
statistics that the study of the French 
and German languages has increased 
30 per cent in the past ten years; that 
the study' of general history has In- 
creased in that period from 27 to 38 
per cent of the entire number; that the 
number of Latin scholars has also in- 
creased and the number of students 
taking physics has decreased. 


The report shows that the grand to 


tal of pupils in all schools, elementary, 
secondary and higher, public and pri- 
vate, for the year ended July 1, 1900, 
was 17,020,710, being an increase of 
282,348 pupils over the previous year. 
Of this number the enrollment in pub 
lie institutions supported by general 
and local taxes was 15,433,462. Count- 
Ing in special institutions, such as even- 
Ing schools. Indian schools, schools con- 
nected with asylums, reform schools 
and other institutions more or less ed- 
ucational in their character, Increases 
the total number fay half a million pu- 
pils. 


About 21 per cent of the population 


of the United States attends some pub- 


' lie school supported by the taxes of the 
State or municipality. Besides this at- 
tendance on public schools, there it. an 
attendance on private schools of 2 
per cent of the entire population. 


Concerning education in the new in- 


sular possessions the commissioner 
says thiit provisions shflald be mad€ 
for the establishment of schools in al. 
places under the United States flag 
He recommends that schools be pro- 
vided for Samoa and Guam and appro 
priations of $5,000 each be made fot 
that pnrposo.

Few men In public life have furnish- 


ed material for so many anecdotes as 
Theodore Roosevelt, the new president 
of the United States, has. Always 
forceful and picturesque, his actions 
as well as his utterances have been 
worth reading, says the New York 
World. Here are a few of the stories 
told about him: 


When the rough riders, after their 


Cuban campaign, first landed.at Mon- 
tauk Point from their transport and 
marched to the detention camp, the 
first demand of the soldiers was to see 
Roosevelt. The next day Colonel Roose- 
velt walked through the camp. He 
etopped at every tent and looked in. 


"Don't get up, boys," he would say. 


'"Lie still. Ah, Jim, how's your leg 
feeling today? Getting better? That's 
good. 
You'll soon be all right now. 


Billy, I hope your back doesn't trouble 
you so much now. You'll have it eas- 
ier here." 
• And so It went all along the line. He 
had a word for each man, and he 
knew each by name. He even knew 
just what ailed each one. 
i Colonel Roosevelt was shown a pic- 
ture of himself during the war. It 
showed him waving a sword and dash- 
ing uphill on horseback in one of the 
fights in Cuba. 
[ "Is it a good picture?" he was asked. 
F "Ye-es," he replied, "It's all right, 
except that my sword Is still wrapped 
iup in a bundle In Tampa, and I didn't 
ride a horse. Otherwise Ifs all right!" 
; During his career as a police com- 
missioner Roosevelt's "nignt walks" 
were a, source of terror to the delin* 
quent police. He encountered many 
strange experiences and some amusing 
ones, one of which he relates. He was 
going through a street in the Tender- 
loin and had been pointed oct to a 
number of policemen, one of whom 
.was patrolling bis beat just behind the 
commissioner. 


"I feel like the caliph of Bagdad," 


said Roosevelt laughingly to his com- 
pasi&a. . 


"Begorra," said the policeman, "thot 


man thinks h*'» Haley of Bagdad! 
Ccmmlsb or DO commiah, I'd better be 
runaln' him in fer a crazy man!" 


Before Santiago the Rev. Peter Mc- 


Queen ajpproacbed Colonel Roosevelt 
and said: 


• "Well, you're getting to be quite a 
general now, aren't you, colonel?" 


i "Not a bit of It," replied the leader of 
the rough riders. "I'm just getting to 
be a middle aged literary man!"

the council in the Salisbury cabmo1 
would be willing to stand aside and let 
the king choose for premier the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, now secretary of 
state for foreign affairs. But the Duch- 
ess of Devonshire insists upon her hus- 
band becoming prime minister. 


Lord Salisbury is rapidly falling into 


a condition of chronic somnolency. For 
months it has been growing more and 
more difficult to arouse him to a sense 
of the gravity and urgency of the gov- 
ernment's situation. The result Is that 
each minister is acting without control. 


The scheme is said to be to retire the 


Marquis of Salisbury, make the Duke 
of Devonshire prime minister, put the 
Marquis of Lansdowne into Devon- 
shire's present position of lord presi- 
dent of the council and appoint Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston, now viceroy and 
governor general of India, secretary of 
state for foreign affairs to succeed 
Lansdowne.

SUICIDE ^AST HIGHT 


An Italian Takes Hallowe'en 


Seriously and Seeks His 


Future in Next World 


HIS LOVE OF WIFE WHO LEFT HIM 


Caused Despondency 
That 
Finally 


Caused Him To Take Hie Life. 


Hanged Himself in His Bed- 


room. Deed Was Care- 


tully Planned 


Deserted within a year of their wed- 


ding day by the wife he loved and 
growing more and more despondent 
and unhappy with every day of the 
year of worse than widower's loneli- 
ness that has since intervened, *B. Ver- 
iskie, an Italian 42 years old, put an 
end to his earthly misery last night 
by taking his life by hanging. 


For the past few weeks Veriskie has 


boarded with Mrs. Cora Wilson at her 
home, 420 Houghton street. She knew 
Veriskie before he came to board with 
her. In fact, she kept house for him 
for a short time on Walnut street 
right after his wife left him. 


This wife for whom the Italian has 


killed himself was a Miss Bent of Ben- 
nington. They were married less than 
two years ago, and few particulars of 
their married life are known save that 
she left him over a year ago.- He is 
employed at the Arnold print works 
and is said to be a steady workman. 
He has a brother here and is well 
known among his own people. 


For a time after his wife's depart- 


ure he kept his home and had a house- 
keeper, perhaps In the hope that his 
wife would come back and he would 
keep a home for her. But finally he 
gave it up and boarded out. 


He brooded over his domestic trou- 


bles continually and grew more and 
more despondent and melancholy ev- 
ery day and finally began to talk 
about taking his life. This was not 
taken seriously at first, but last Sat- 
urday night he brought home "a piece 
of three-eighths inch rope from the 
print works and said he was to use 
it to hang himself with. Mrs. Wilson 
talked with him and got him much 
calmer, and the tragedy was post- 
poned. 


Last evening he was again very de- 


spondent, and when Mrs. Wilson left 
the house for a short time he took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to carry 
out his long cherished idea of suicide. 
Getting the same rope he had had last 
Saturday—and which, by the way, had 
been carefully prepared meanwhile by 
being tied in a perfectly 
working 


noose and thoroughly greased so that 
there' would be no trouble about its 
slipping—he threw it over a cleat on 
the wall to which clothes hooks were 
attached and fastened 
the end by 


winding it about several hooks and 
they tying it. Placing the noose over 
his head, he threw his feet straight 
out in front of him and the body fell 
within a few inches of the floor. He 
had planned well and death must have 
been speedy and comparatively pain- 
less. 


Mrs. Wilson returned to the house 


about 10.20, and as she passed the bed- 
room door thought she saw Veriskie 
seated on the floor; the body was part- 
ly concealed behind the stove and as 
the legs -n ere stretched out close to 
the floor it did look that way. 


Mrs. Wilson heard no more from her 


boarder and retired for the night. But 
about midnight she was awakened and 
compelled to get up by some Hallow- 
e'en celebrators and she noticed the 
light in Veriskie's room. She was 
surprised that he had not retired, and 
when she rooked in the open door 
he was still apparently sitting behind 
the stove. She investigated and found 
the real state of affairs. Neighbors 
were summoned, but it was too late 
to do anything and the police were 
notified.

about 1 'O'clock, a.nd having received 
permission from 
Medical 
Examiner 


Brown to cut the burly down if there 
were no evidences of foul play, he did 
so. 


The medical examiner arrived later 


and viewed the body, which w&.3 taken- 
in charge by Undertaker vomisky. It 
was buried at 
Southview 
cemeterj 


this afternoon.

many boasts, but when it had every- 
thing ready and work was begun it 
became quickly evident to the people, 
not only that the company meant bus- 
iness but that it was building in a 
most thorough and substantial man- 
ner. 


The Berkshire company will have to 


g'o elsewhere for excuses for not ful- 
filling its promises.

Believes City Can Reduce Its Debt by 


Over $25,000 Next Year at Pres- 


ent Tax Rate and Build Walks 


and a Bridge 


• Mayor E. & Wilkinson returned t'o 
the city last evening, and this morn- 


Ing, 
when he was promptly asked by 


reporters If he was prepared to state 
his position on the mayoralty, he re- 
plied that he was. He is a candidate 
for re-election. 


"I shall be glad to serve the city as 


mayor another year if it is the fle- 
sire of the voters," he said. "I a»»re- 
ciate 
the confidence which has been 


placed in rne by the voters of the city, 
and if they desire, I should be glad to 
continue my work in the office for a 
third term." 


When asked if he had any statement 


to make as to his platform. Mr. Wil- 
kinson 
gave a brief review of what 


the city had been able to accomplish 
under his administration and what he 
hoped and believed it could accomplish 
ne'xt year ujder a continuation of that 
policy. 


That this policy has been one of the 


reduction of the debt as rapidly as~con 
sistent 
with the continuance of im- 


provements which are called for and 
without 
undue 
burder is -well un- 


derstood. Concerning 
this policy In 


the past and in the future, Mr. Wil- 
kinson gave the following statement in 
answer to questions: 


I consider It of the highest impor- 


tance to the city at the present time to 
reduce the de1>t. 
We have improve- 


ments which other cities lack, and in 
getting 
them we have also got the 


iSebt. Now we must turn our attention 
to that, reducing it as rapidly as may 
be done without burden to the people, 
and allowing room for the further Im- 
provements which must be made. 


The percentage of our debt compared 


with our 
valuation is eight per cent. 


Taking 10 Massachusetts cities nearest 
North Adams In size, the average of 
their indebtedness is five pe/ cent of 
their valuation. This is because we 
have our school houses, paving-, sev- 
ers and water works so nearly complete 
that 
there is no loud call for a large 


amount in the way of expenditures for 
further improvements in this line. The 
three per cent by which we exceed the 
other cities mentioned is more than 
made 
up in the advantage this city 


has in its 
improvements over the 


other cities. 


From this time on we need only a 


little each year in the way of exten- 
sion of sewers, while-~the future pav- 
ing is small compared with what we 
have done 


Our debt when we became a city was 


about $600,000. It Increased every year 
until 1900, when it was about $1,100,000. 


Last year and this year, although 


much has been done in the way of 
paving-, sewers and water works, \we 
reduced the debt about $10.000, about 


. $3000 last year, and this year 
from 


j $6000 to $7000. This year it would have 
been from $10,000 to $11,000 had it not 
been for the large extra amount need- 
ed to repair the .damage from the 
heavy storms. 


The 
average tax rate for the last 


six years of the old form of town gov- 
ernment was $22.43. For Ihe 
first 


five years of city government it aver- 
aged $21.36. This year it was $18.50, a 
reduction that more than equals the 
Increase of valuation. 


I want to keep the tax rate down at 


least e'as low as this year, and at the 
same time make a material reduction 
in the debt. I believe that 
unless 


something unforeseen comes up we can 
make a reduction of at least $25,000. 
This is a minimum estimate, and may 
be it can be greater. 


At the same time we can do what 


is needed 
in the way of permanent 


work. A large ^art of this must come 
in the construction of sidewalks. I 
feel that we must c'ontinue our work 
in this direction. Many places in our 
outskirts 
are still unprovided with 


suitable walks, and as more of our 
people use the walks tnan the roads, 
we ought to provide for this just as 
rapidly as possible. 


We ought also to plan to put in one 


new bridge a year for some years to 
come. Our bridges are some of them 
in bad shape, and we must make them 
all adequate to tire traffic they.have 
to bear. 


I believe that we can do these things, 


and at the same time reduce the debt 
on the present tax rate and that we 
must do them. 


As I have said, I shall be glad to 


serve the city another year if the vot- 
ers desire, 
believing' I can acc'omp- 


plish what I have outlined.
